The Anti Monopolist Fiasco. 
Chicago, July 6th.—The morning journals de­ 
nominate the National Anti-Monopoly Convention a 
fiasco. W'ith nearly three hundrtd delegates, the 
Convention dwindled down to about fifty at the 
close. Denis Kearney claims to have evidence that 
the aff air was engineered largely by What he terms 
three Washington lobbyists, and that he will show 
up their true character at the meeting next Sunday, 
when hewdlari8wer the editorial in the Times, 
which combats his views on the railroad quertion. 
He contends in the matter of freight charges that 
% hile collectively they are large, still, when taken 
in the case of the individual purchaser of a suit of 
clothes, as an illustration, they are merely nominal. 
Mr. Kearney says he goes to New York city from 
here, where he will address the workingmen in 
Cooper Institute, and then go to Ohio. He has en­ 
gagements which will fill three months’ time. 
A K egnlir •* knock Dow n-and Drag Out” 
Fight. 
Chicago, July 6th. A Baltimore, Md.f special 
gives an account of a lively battle at Cross Keys, a 
notorious sporting place ne*r the city. The trouble 
grew out of » cock fight, aud before ihe sport ended 
a uumber of the sportsmen presented as pitiable an 
appearance as their game birds. For a long time 
the owners of the birds had been stubborn rivals for 
the honor of the pit, and each was backed by rnauy 
frien Is The owners were Perry Knight and a 
prominent local politician. Knight won the mam, 
a .d then six scrub matches were fought. The ex­ 
citement, aided by beer aud the heat, was running 
high when a quarrel was started between a man 
from the Eighth Ward and a resident of Cross Keys, 
about a stake, the holder of which had run off 
Blows were exch tiiged, and in an instant there was 
heavy fighting all along the line. The crowd moved 
in front of the taveru and set to work in earnest. 
For nearly an hour they struck and shot at each 
other People rc&idiug in ihe neighborhood were 
much alarmed, and closed their houses. There was 
a picnic in progress half a mile below. The ladies 
and children who were taking a walk along the road 
ran panic stricken. When the firing be^&n those of 
the crowd at the tavern who had vehicles rattled 
away for town. In the row knive*, billie«, stones 
and pistols were used indiscrimhauly. Before the 
fight was over the road was lined with men with 
torn clothing, cut heads and black eyes. It is im­ 
possible to g t at the exact number or the wounded. 
Some were taken away in carriages, many shot and 
badly wounded, and at least twelve others banged 
on the head and in the eves. The most of those 
badly hurt were from the city, and all from the 
Eighth Ward—the fighting Democratic ward of 
Baltimore, where they roll up huge majorities at 
elections. 
N ettling for the M isdeeds of a H ake. 
New York, July Gth.—The Tribune gives the se 
quel of the Jessie Maillard persecution by young 
Levy, by whom she was betrayed. Those who had 
beeu dealing with Levy Brothers were so incensed 
at young Levy ’s actions that they began to discon­ 
tinue their trade. In self-defense, a large|sum of 
money was paid to Miss Maillard, and a smaller 
sum to her counsel, Colonel Spencer. Th • giri was 
paid several thousand dollars, all of which she de - 
posited in the savings banks. Having taken this 
proper step, the Levy Brothers took a inore import­ 
ant one by compelling the cause o! all their trouble 
to leave the firm They then issued a circular stat­ 
ing these facts, which they sent to their former cus­ 
tomers, with the effect of causing many of them to 
return. Where }oung Levy is now is not stated, but 
Mis* Maillard and her child are welL It Is »iuce un­ 
derstood thst Colonel Spencer did not take one cent 
of the money given to the girl. 
T k r Demand Tor M atches. 
New York, July 6th.—The Tribune says: For 
several days the down-town stieets have been alive 
with cries of “ Matches, penny a box !” Within the 
past three days 8f>,(X0 gross of matches of all sizes 
and shapes have been sold in this city by agents of 
the factories. The cause of the large sale is that 
manufacturer* are no longer obliged to pay a tax on 
their goods Last Monday the price of ordinary 
lucifer matches fell from 31 50 a gross to 50 cents, 
but the demand for them was so great that the 
manufacturers raised the price to75c, and even then 
found that they were in danger of running short of 
the demand. All kinds depreciated 200 per cent, in 
price, and there is no probability that wholesale 
prices for them will rise. 
T he C onference with C h irr M oses. 
Washington, July 6th.-The result of the confer­ 
ence with Secretary Teller and the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs to-day was that Chief Moses virtually 
agreed to surrender his entire reservation in Wash­ 
ington Territory and settle with his peoole on the 
Colville reservation. 
Chief Tomaskat, who repre­ 
sents the Indians now on the Colville reservation, 
was present at the conference, and agreed to receive 
Moses and his people. 
The S enatorial Content la New H am p­ 
sh ire. 
Chicago, July 6th.—A special from Washington 
says: A gentleman who just came from Concord 
says Senator Ro l:ns na* had no chance for re-election 
since the caucus was held, but there are no indica­ 
tions yet afforded of what the result will be. The 
candidates will have about equal chances so far as 
cau be seen. Secretary Chandler has no chance. 
He is g »ing to Concord to-morrow to be where he 
can take advantage of any favorable circumstance. 
Secretary Chandler has made jiiBt as determined 
enemies in his political management of this State 
as Senator Rollins h is. Both of them have strong 
friends and equally determined opponents, and it 
happens the present Legislature contains opponents 
numerous enough to prevent the election of either 
of them. 
Concord, July 6th — A ballot for United States 
Senator resulted in no change. 
Concord. July 6th.—It is reported that the anti- 
Rollins men have been in a secret conference this 
afternoon, with a view of agreeing upon a candidate 
to support fi r Senator next w*»ek 
It is stated that 
they were um ble to agree, and another meeting will 
be neld on itiesday evening. 
T he R eported D efeat or T nllcd States 
Troops by th e Crees. 
Chicago, Ju’y 6th.—A special from Helena, Mont. 
save: The reported defeat of Lieutenant-Colonel 
litres by the northern Crees is faise. Ilges was noti­ 
fied by U ijor Mhurtleff, of the Canadian police, that 
150 Crees, under Little Pine, had left their Agency 
and gone south in Montana, probably on a horse­ 
stealing expedition. Ilges immediately t<*ok the 
fitild with UO men, two companies of cavalry and 
two of infantry, in summer camp at Sweetgrass 
Hills, near the 1 ne of the reserve. The Indians were 
found ou the morning of the 3d by scouts, and shots 
were • xchangcd, without effect.' The scout* then 
fell back, and the Crees fled north. They wrre fol­ 
lowed to the line, where the troops turned back. 
The report of the defeat was started by a cattle 
hunter, who heard the firing and saw the scouts 
ride hastily back toward the main column. Th# 
troops have not yet returned to Assiniboine. 
F llg rlaiag e of A pollo C om m andery. 
Chicago, July 6th.—Arrangement! have been 
completed for the pilgrimage of Apollo Command­ 
ery, of tjis city, to Ku ope, which is undertaken in 
lieu of attending the Triennial Conclave at San 
Francisco. The Sir Knights will leave Chicago next 
Thurs lay. arriving at New York Saturday, and af­ 
ter mak ng a parade in that city wi’I board the 
steamor City of Kome. Arriving in England, the 
party will go at once to London, where a reception 
will be tendered by the Knights Templar there. 
After leaving London they will separate, some going 
to France, and the remainder to other points of in­ 
terest on the Continent.

Albert Daggett, the anti-Grant leader in 
Brooklyn, was prostrated by the heat in that city. 
Three physicians attend him, and his cjndition is 
critical. 
Philadelphia, July 6th.—There were six cases of 
sunstroke here to-day, five fatal. 
lurrrased Death Rale to Xew York. 
New York, July 6th.—‘The hot wave increases the 
death rate. July 4th the number of deaths was 
150, on the 5th 139, and up to noon to-day 205 A 
large proportion of the victims are children under 5 
years in the crowded tenement districts. 
The Yerniont Insurrection. 
B urlington, July 6'h.—Governor Barstow has 
just called out four companies to quell the insurrec­ 
tion at Ely. The information upon which the Gov­ 
ernor’s summons is based is to the effect that 300 
s.rikers, nearly all armed, possessing 150 kegs of 
guupowder belonging to the mining company, 
threaten to destroy the town of Ely, and have al- 
teady committed acts of violence. The Sheriff and 
posse are un-tble to cope with them. The Governor 
will go with the companies, and Colonel Greenleaf, 
of the First Regiment, will be in command. The 
Governor also telegraphed the Treasurer of the min­ 
ing company that they must be prepared to pay 
men at once. 
Burlington, Julj 6th.—The latest from Ely is 
that a compromise ha9 been suggested, by which 
the towns of Vershine and West Fairlee will piy the 
miner* and take the due-bil s of the company. It 
is doubtful if the Selectmen will agree *o this. The 
miners have occupied the two towns in inarrial style, 
with pickets and guards. All are armed and ail de­ 
termined. They have given the company until 7 
o’clock Saturday night to pay them in lull. If thiH 
is not done they will destroy the whole place. Ex­ 
Governor Farnham has been seized by the rioters 
and held captive. There has been no drunkenness 
and no disorder. The rioters have no idea of the 
approach of troops. 
A Prospective General Strike of Miners* 
Sprinokikld (111.), July 6th.—Information received 
in this city indicates that a general strike of coal 
miners will take place all over the State in a very 
short time, the cause leading to this action being a 
disposition on the part of operators to ignore the 
law allowing a check weighman, also the general dis­ 
position to reduce the price of mining half a cent 
per bushel. Information received shows that if a 
strike is inaugurated it will be general aud simul­ 
taneous throughout the State. 
The Death Penalty. 
E l Paso (Tex ), July 6th.—Joseph Brinsto was 
hanged at Ysleta to-day for rape upon Mattie Me 
Da vis at Fort Davis a year and a half ago. He died 
game. 
He dropped a handkerchief as a signal to 
the Sheriff that he was ready for the springing of 
the trap. He fell seven feet, but the knot slipped 
around under bis chin. After hanging three min­ 
utes, b eathing hard, he called out iu smothered 
tones, “ Siv, noy.*,” and began struggling violently. 
It becoming evident that he would not choke to 
death for a long time, he was lowered to the plat­ 
form after hanging seven minutes. The kr ot was 
readjusted, and he cropped a second time. The knot 
slipped again j ist as before, but his neck was dis­ 
located. He was pulseless in eight minutes, but 
was allowed to hang tweuty- ix minutes. About 
400 people were pr. sent, including many women 
and children. A CatLol c priest was on the scaffold, 
and took charge of the buoy. 
Brinsto was his 
army name. He would not give his red name, say­ 
ing be did not wish his friend3 to know his fate. 
He acknowledged that he had escaped from the 
Columbus (Ohio) Penitentiary three years a*o, 
where he S.'rved three years on a twenty years’ 
sentence for killing his wife’s seducer in 1874. ’ For 
this former off.use he had been sentenced to hang, 
but had obtained a new trial and was then sen 
tenced to twenty years. 
H ouston (Tex.), Ju’y Gth.—A negro named John 
Cone, for the rape of a white woman, Mrs. Scott, in 
January 1S82, was hanged iu the jail here to-day, in 
the presence of 103 people, among whom were* the 
husband ..d father of the outraged lady. Cone 
made a* ort speech on the scaffold, protesting his 
innocen e and expressing a hope of salvation.

In 1S71 I was at Naples, when an Ital­ 
ian corvette, the Amirale Caracciolo, was 
launched at Castellatnare. The vessel was 
christened by the Countess Teresa Oarac* 
ciolo, the daughter of the chief of the 
elder branch of the Caracciolo. I was 
staying at Naples as the guest of the young 
lady’s father, and 1 heard from him a very 
remarkable story connected with the death 
of the unfortunate officer in honor of whose 
memory the vessel was named. The cir­ 
cumstances which led to the execution of 
Prince Francesco Caracciolo in 1799 are 
well-known. 1 shall merely state, there­ 
fore, that he was condemned by a court- 
martial composed of Sicilian officers to be 
hanged at the yard-arm of the tíag-ship for 
bearing arms against his lawful sovereign. 
When the official communication of Ihe 
finding and sentence of the Court was 
brought to the Prince, he was explaining 
the names and uses of the various parts of 
the rigging to some young Neopolitan no­ 
blemen who happened to be on board the 
ship. A glance at the letter was sufficient 
to show him its contents. He showed no 
sign of emotion, hot requested the officer 
who brought the dispatch to wait for a few 
minutes while he finished his explanations. 
This being done, he retired to his cabin ; 
and after a vain attempt to get the sen­ 
tence changed to a more honorable manner 
of death, he resigned himself to his fate, 
which he met with great fortitude. Some 
days after the event the Ring, who had 
been for an afternoon’s cruise on a Sicilian 
ship-of-war outside the bay, was returning 
to Naples in the evening. It was a moon­ 
light night, and the sea was perfectly calm. 
There was, indeed, so little wind that it 
was difficult to steer the vessel. The 
King was sitting in the balcony of the 
stern cabin, watching the sea, when sud­ 
denly he became aware that something was 
following the ship. As the object came 
nearer it was easy to distinguish that it 
was the body of a man in an upright atti­ 
tude, as if treading water; and very soon 
the King was able to recognize the feat­ 
ures of Admiral Caracciolo. His eyes were 
open and seemed to be fixed on the King, 
and, except for its ghastly pallor, the face 
was unchanged. The explanation was sim­ 
ple. Afrer being submerged for some days 
the body had become so buoyant that the 
weights attached to the feet were not suffi­ 
cient heavy to keep it under water ; but 
they retained it in an upright position, and 
it was drawn along by the current created by 
the movement of the ship. It is easy to 
imagine the horror cf Ferdinand at what 
he believed to be an apparition from an­ 
other world. When at length it was ex­ 
plained to him what had happened, he 
gave orders that a boat should be lowered 
and that the corpse should be brought on 
board and takeu to Naples for Christian 
burial. 
But the superstitious Sicilians 
dared not obey the royal command, an 
the ship, drawing in its wake the upwright 
body of the Admiral, sailed slowly into the 
Bay of Naples. Here a boat’s crew was 
obtained from an English man-of-war, who 
took the Admiral’s body ashore, where it 
was deposited in his own palace, and at 
length received the last rites of the church,

THE FIRST DISCOVERERS OF AMERICA. 
It is now graven on Ihe tablet of history 
that though ColumbuB was the first discov­ 
erer of our Western Continent, from which 
the practical benefits of occupation and 
settlements were received, he was not the 
first European to plant footsteps on its 
soil, that having been accomplished further 
beyond hia time than the present is re­ 
moved from his great discovery. Erik, a 
bold Norseman, colonized Greenland from 
Iceland, and Lief, bis bolder son, and other 
Greenland Norse, discovered America, 
probably as far south as Massachusetts, or 
even the Chesapeake, certainly as far as 
Labrador and the Island of Newfoundland. 
No results, however, followed from these 
discoveries, and the hardy Norsemen 
seemed content to live in desolate Green­ 
land, although we might add that many 
physical appearances and more definite ac­ 
counts ail seem to show that Greenland, 
about 
a. 
d . 1000—around which these 
events were clustered—was a much warmer 
and more temperate country than it now is. 
How long the Greenland Norse existed 
we know not exactly. They finally broke 
off communication with mother Iceland, 
lived and intermarried among the Skne- 
ling8, as they called the Esquimaux, but 
were extinct in 1579 and 1581, when the 
first expeditions were dispatched from 
Denmark for the rediscovery of Greenland 
and its ancient colonizers, if they still ex­ 
isted, and the resumption of the trade with 
its inhabitants. The last definitely known 
of the Greenland Norse is that they paid 
their tribute to the Crusades in the shape 
of walrus tusks, delivered at Bergen, in 
1327, and their weight is noted on a re­ 
ceipt, which is still m existence. 
Only eight years before Columbus dis­ 
covered America, according to an old his­ 
torical notice reputed to have been found, 
there still lived forty men in Bsrgen who 
were acquainted with the Greenland naviga­ 
tion, and used annually to bring home pre­ 
cious cargoes from that country. On return­ 
ing in that year, they were asked by certain 
German merchants who stayed at Bergen to 
sell some of their wares, but they declined 
to let them have any of them. The Ger­ 
mans then took revenge by murdering 
them, in an assault committed during a 
banquet to which they had invited them. 
From this time, it is said, it became impos­ 
sible to 9ail for Greenland, because no one 
knew the road to its shores. This is the 
last we know definitely of the Norse Green­ 
landers, the receipt for the Crusade tax at 
Bergen being the last we ’know definitely.

London, Ju n e 14, 1883, 
T his nas been in a pre-em inent sense 
Jo b n B right’s week. 
Ilis name has been 
o n all lips, and his character and deeds 
have formed the leading topic of discussion 
in th e newspapers of the country. 
The 
occasion of this wide-spread interest is the 
celebration gotten up in his honor by his 
constituency at Birmingham. 
This, at 
least, is the imm ediate cause of it, though 
th ere are others which are not far to seek. 
Behind this local celebration, throw ing it 
into national prominence, investing it, in­ 
deed, w ith international interest, is the 
record of a splendid life. 
T hat w hite­ 
haired, calm-faced man, who was th e cen­ 
tra l figure of M onday’s procession, is a 
hero whom the whole world is proud to 
honor. 
In the adm iring 
crowds who 
looked on, the veneration of countless 
m illions was reflected ; and, as Shakespeare 
has said w ith reference to a different occa­ 
sion, 
You would have thought the very window's spoke 
So many greedy looks of young and old 
Trirough casements darted tnetr desiring eyas 
Upon his visage. 
T he pageant rem inded one of the trium phs 
Accorded the ancient conquerors, and yet, 
how w idely different was it from these, 
for the victories celebrated are those of 
peace, not of war, while he who wears the 
laurel w reath has alw ays been a man of 
peace. 
I t was his advocacy of this princi­ 
ple th a t led to his connection w ith B ir­ 
m ingham . 
H is career in Parliam ent 
COVERS A PERIOD OK KORTY YEARS. 
H e was first elected from D urham in 1843, 
and four years afterw ards consented to 
stand for M anchester, being returned for 
th a t tow n w ithout opposition. 
In 1S52 he 
was re-elected. 
T nsn began the agitation 
w hich resulted in the Crimean war. 
T h at 
w ar he opposed from first to last, forfeiting, 
in so doing, both the popularity he had 
won in the country and his M anchester 
constituency. So strenuous ware his efforts 
in favor of peace at this period th a t his 
health gave way under them . 
In the cam­ 
paign in which he was defeated he was not 
able to m ake a single speech, and this cir­ 
cum stance, doubtless, has much to do w ith 
th e result. B ut this defeat was most honor­ 
able to Mr. B right, for, as th e M anchester 
E.r-¡.miner said at th e tim e, “ A few words 
spoken or unspoken, a little trim nrng, a 
degree of suppleness on great questions, 
w hich is afterw ards set down as prudence, 
w ould have sufficed to have insured him 
th e undisturbed enjoym ent of popularity, 
b u t t -ue to the i 'St nets of a no lle nature, 
he has chosen an opposite course.” 
Four 
m onths after being cast off by M anchester 
he was returned to Parliam ent by the town 
w hich now celebrates its silver wedding 
w ith him. 
Once again, recently, has he 
m arked his deteslaciou of war ; not this 
tim e in ringing words, but by an action 
th a t spoke w ith louder voice. 
H is lips 
were closed by hia position as a Cabinet 
M inister, but he could show his feelings to 
th e country by resigning, and he did this, 
his course in the present instance being fol­ 
low ed by 
A MAGNIFICENT OVATION. 
H is own words are the best com m entary 
upon his rejection by th e voters of M an­ 
chester, as well as the tru est index of hiB 
lofty character. In taking leave of his con­ 
stituency he w rote : “ I have esteemed it 
a high honor to be one of your representa­ 
tives, and have given more of m ental and 
physical labor to yourBervice than was just 
to myself. 
I feel it scarcely less an honor 
to suffer in the cause of peace, and on be­ 
half of w hat I believe to be th e true in ter­ 
ests of my conntry, though I could have 
w ished th a t the blow had come from other 
hands when I could have been present to 
meet face to face those who dealt it. 
If,” 
e added, “ the change in yonr opinion of 
me has arisen from m y course on the ques- 
ti 
of the w ar w ith Russia, I can only 
-vy th a t on a calm review of all the cir- 
instances of the case, I would not unsay 
or retract any one of the speeches I have 
uoken, or erase frem the records of Parlia- 
:at any one of the votes I have given 
v on it, if I could thereby reverse the de­ 
cision to which you have come, or secure 
a n y additional distinction which it is in the 
p iwer of my countrym en to confer.” 
Mr. 
B right’s combined advocacy through life of 
tn e principles which anim ated his early ca­ 
re er is a fact whieh m akes his position 
¡m ong British statesm en som ewhat unique. 
M ost of the others who have attained 
prom inence have undergone great changes. 
S ir R obert Peel, who brought about Cath- 
lic emancipation, freed dissenters from 
t r.eir disabilities, relieved trade from its 
C ustom-house shackles, and 
eventually- 
crow ned the victory of free trade by abol­ 
ishing the Corn laws, began by opposing 
every one of these measures. 
Disraeli, the 
f-reat Tory, started out w ith radical no­ 
tions, whiUt Mr. Gladstone, th e great L ib­ 
eral, was a Tory at the beginning. 
I t was 
against the latter, who was a t th at time 
th e Tory President of the Board of Trade, 
th a t 
MR. b r ig h t’s m a id en sp e e c h 
W as directed, and as the tw o men have 
since been three tim es associated together 
in liberal Governm ents, it is interesting to 
recall one of the passages of th a t address : 
‘' I can assure the right honorable the 
President of the Board of T rade,” said 
M r. 
Bright, 
“ th a t his flimsy excuses 
w ill not avail him at the bar of public 
opinion. 
H e knows w hat is right and he 
refuses to do it. 
His plea, th a t ‘this is 
not the tim e,’ is as untrue as it is in su lt­ 
ing.” 
Since then these whilom antago­ 
nists have come to be, on alm ost all great 
questions, entirely in accord w ith each 
other, a result, however, which has been 
brought about solely by the changes which 
M r. G ladstone has undergone, for Mr. 
B right has rem ained the same. 
T hat the 
Prim e M inister should have shown himself 
open to conviction is nothing to his dis­ 
credit ; it is an indication rath er th a t he is 
an honest man following the light as it is 
revealed to him. 
Mr. G ladstone has on 
m ore than one occasion publicly boasted of 
his change of opinions. 
B at if it be cred­ 
itable to embrace the right as one perceives 
it, after having followed the wrong for 
some tim e, bow m uch more praisew orthy 
m ust it be to have found the 


n m ph was fittingly expressed by the carry­ 
ing of loaves of bread on large p oles.

A fter tributes to the value of Cobden’s 
life and w ork had been paid by several 
speakers, we are told Mr. B right rose, and 
speaking under the influence of profound 
emotion, said : “ Sir, I feel th a t I cannot 
address the House on this occasion ; but 
every expression of sym pathy which I have 
heard has been most grateful to my heart, 
B ut the tim e which has elapsed since, in 
m y presence, the m anliest and gentlest 
spirit th a t ever tenanted or quitted a hu 
man form, took its flight, is so short, th at 
I dare not attem pt to give utterance to the 
feelings by which I am oppressed. I shall 
leave to some calm er moment, when I may 
have an opportunity of speaking before 
some portion of my countrym en, the lesson 
which I think may be learned from the fife 
and character of my friend. 
I have only 
to say th a t after tw enty years of most in ti­ 
m ate and alm ost brotherly friendship with 
him, I little knew how much I loved him 
until I found th a t I had lost him .” 
The 
few extracts given above of Mr. B right’: 
m anner of expressing him stlf will convey 
a fair idea of those qualities of brain and 
heart which have made him the wonderful 
orator he is. 
H e is, in tha first place, per 
fectly sincere in w hat he says. 
The topics 
upon which he speaks are m atters of deep 
conviction w ith him. 
They are not the 
paseing whims of 
an 
hour — they are 
thoughts th at have been m atured by long 
years of 
observation and study— ideas 
which are, in the speaker’s estim ation, so 
transcendently im portant th at 
HE WOULD UTTER THEM IF HE HAD TO DIE 
FOR IT. 
Those who listen to him feel this. 
They 
realize above all things th at they are stand 
ing in the presence of a true man ; one 
who has a cause to advocate which has be 
come a part of himself. 
A nother cliarac 
teristic of B right’s m anser, one arising 
naturally from his sincerity of purpose, is 
its transparent sim plicity. 
He has none of 
the arts of the demagogue. 
His style is, 
in fact, exactly w hat a conventional dema 
gogue’s ought not to be. 
I t is pare to aus­ 
terity. 
I t is stripped of all superfluous or­ 
nam ent. 
I t never gushes or foams. 
I t 
never allows itself to be m astered by pas 
sion. 
H is self-restraint is marvelous, for 
in his m ost powerful passages he appears 
as if he were keeping in his strength rather 
than taxing it w ith effort. H e never shouts 
or storm s, and indulges in bu t few gesticu­ 
lations. 
V ehem ent he m ay be at times, 
but he is never overstrained. 
H is enun­ 
ciation is calm and measured, his voice 
clear and resonant, w ith a peculiar vibra 
tion in it which lends unspeakable effect 
to any passage of pathos or scorn. 
H e ha3 
an adm irable gift of hum or and a keen 
ironical power. 
W ithal, he speaks in the 
pureBt Saxon and expresses his thoughts in 
Bhort sentences which do not tax reflection 
too heavily. 
Such are some of the more 
salient features of the greatest orator Eug- 
land has produced in the laBt half century, 
Mr. B right’s pet sobriquet is 


“ t h e p e o p l e's t r ib u n e .” 
D uring the tw enty-live years he has repre­ 
sented B rm ingham in Parliam ent his con 
stituency have given him the very w arm ­ 
est support. 
The tow n and the man are 
exactly suited to each other, for where 
could the m ost liberal statesm an of the age 
find so congenial a people as in a place 
which has the reputation of being a very 
hot-bed of liberal principles ? 
B ut this 
distinguished champion of hum an rights 
belongs not alone to Birmingham or to 
England. 
He is the common property of 
all th e English-speaking peoples. 
He is, 
in fact, a w orld’s man, bis tru est title be­ 
ing th a t applied to him by a Birmingham 
shop-keeper, whose closed shutters on M on­ 
day bore the announcem ent th a t the store 
was shut up in honor of “ The P atriot of 
H um anity.” 
A large proportion of the re 
forms which Mr. B right has advocated 
have been effected.. 
One of these, the 
legalizing of m arriage w ith a deceased 
wife’s sister, was, by a happy coincidence, 
carried to a successful issue in the House 
of Ixirds on the very day of his trium phal 
progress through the streets of B irm ing­ 
ham. The m ost prom inent of the measures 
to which the w eight of his eloquence and 
character have been given, which yet aw ait 
enactm ent, are the repeal of the P arlia­ 
m entary oaths, the abolition of capital pun­ 
ishm ent and the D isestablishm ent of the 
English Church. 
Being now 73 years of 
age he will scarcely five to see any of 
these things brought about, but th a t the 
form er and the latter of the three will be 
accomplished in the not very distant fu­ 
ture, no one can doubt who reads candidly 
either the records of the past or the signs 
of the present.

E ns. R ecord U nion : In answer to your 
request for a rep jrt in which to be given 
the leaning points about my orchard, and 
also a fall statem ent as to insect pests which 
have appeared upon my place, remedies used 
and the resufis, would say : Although it is 
somewhat difficult to enter fully into a clear 
statem ent of the subject, I will do so to the 
extent your valuable space may allow. 
I am 
aware thai there is too often a hesitation on 
the part of orchardists to make known to the 
public the actual facts concerning their in­ 
terests, and yet much goo I m iy at times be 
accomplished by the frar.k statements re­ 
quired by such questions as you ask 
I have 
already in different reports alluded to insect 
pests, remedies and results, in connection 
with my orchard, as well as work carried on 
if other orchards, and to these reports I refer 
you below, so far as they go. 
I have been 
careful to state acrnra'e.y what I have re­ 
ferred to, and will carry the subject still 
further on at this time. 
In my report to the Board of State H orti­ 
cultural Uommiesioiifrs last year I referred 
to my orchard in experiments as follows : 
No. 5. Concentrated lve, one pound ; water, one 
gallon. 
February, 1881—One almond tree, one 
Kaste Beurre pear tree and two apple trees, grafted, 
were washed by brush with thie strength of lye in 
order to destroy the red spider and its eggs, which 
could not be destroyed by prev ous applications of 
lye, one pound to five gallons, and one pound to 
three gallons ; another and the main reason being 
to ascertain the i fleets of very Btrong lye upon the 
trees. 
No scale npon these trees. This applicatiou 
destroyed the red spider and its eggs on these trees, 
so that it did not appear for mont ns ; but, however, 
later on the trees became again infested. 
While the 
strong lye will destroy a large number of the eggs 
of the red spider, it is found all cannot be reached. 
The effect upon the bark and health of these trees 
was wonderfully good, the bark being very smooth 
and having a bright green, velvety appearance, and 
totally free from all muas or other parasites. 
No. 6. Concentrated lve, one pound ; water, one 
gallon. The experiments in this number were made 
U|>on a section of orchard in a square block com 
prising 357 Iekworth plum trees, cut down and 
grafted into Petite prune ; some- yearling prune 
trees having been put in in pbcis and Washed 
were the plums, of these 128 trees were washed in 
February, 1S81, with the above strong lye, applied 
w-ith a brush. 
Among the 357 trees were eight 
trees badly infested with scale. No others had any 
scales ujion them. The infested trees were scat­ 
tered about as follows, and washed as indicated : 
No. 10 in first row and 4 in eleventh row were 
waehed with lye, one pound to three gallons of 
water. The effect was not quite sufficient to com­ 
pletely destroy the scale, though so injured that 
they did not breed. 
Afterward these two trees 
were washed with one pound to one gallon, and this 
effectually ended the scale. 
Others were washed 
with lye, one pound to one gallon of water, with 
the effect of completely destroying every scale upon 
them, and not one has appeared upon any of these 
trees since that time. These trees have been in the 
finest possible condition from the time of this ap­ 
plication. Among the trees not washed with the 
strong lye, two were found, in June, 1882, to have 
tcale upon them : one of these, the top having 
become badly broken by wind, was dug out and 
burned, the - thcr was washed soon as discovered 
with the whale-oil soap and aulphurmixture; owing 
to the foliage upon the tree not every part of It 
could be touched. Yet, however, the stale was de­ 
stroyed, so far as could he found. 
No. 7. Concentrated lye, one pound to one and 
one-half gallons water. 
F ¡ve Bartlett pear trees ob­ 
tained from the nursery and planted in 1881, and 
scattered among a considerable number, although 
carefully examined at the time for scale, were found 
in June, 1881, to have a few scales upon them. 
These were at once washed with the above strength 
of lyc, which destroyed the scale completely upon 
three of those trees, so that none subsequently ap- 
peired. Oa two of them, however, a live scale or 
two must have remained on the trunk of the tree 
at the surface of the ground untouched by the lye, 
as in September following a few young scales were 
discovered, located close to the ground. These were 
again washed in the same manner. Since that wash­ 
ing no scale has been found upou either of these 
trees until this mouth (October IB, 1882) 
On one 
of them has been found a few young scale. The 
tree was immediately washed with the whale oil 
soap and sulphur mixture. On another Bartlett 
pear tree, 
pot. however, numbered with the 
above, was found some scales, November 7, 1S31. 
This tree, being entirely dormant, was washed 
with lye one pound to ore gallon of water, com­ 
pletely destroying the 
scale, as none can be 
found on it this year. 
Among the yellow egg plum 
tree, one was found, January, 1S82, with scale upon 
it, and washed at once with lye, one pound to one 
gallon of water, and repeated in February. No scale 
were left, as none can be found at this'date. An­ 
other egg plum tree was found infested in June of 
this year. To this was applied, with a brush, the 
whale oil soap and sulphur mixture, with some lye 
added. No scale can now be found upon it. 
The trees in experiments 5, Q ard 7 are in an or­ 
chard of 50 acres. 
I have constantly and carefully 
watched all the-e trees, and at this date no scale 
can he discovered lu the entire orchard. 
Should 
any here -fte-r appear, the treatment « ill be by lye, 
one pound to one gallon of water. With this suc­ 
cess in my two years’ individual practice, I feel jus­ 
tified ill repeating the statcme t I made at the first 
State 
Fruit-Growers’ Convention, that 
young 
orchards can be kept free from the Asp'uiiotus 
pemicioKux bv the right use of concentrated lye as 
a winter wash, and the whale-oil soap and Bulphur 
mixture for summer. 


shape, and a reddish-brown in color. 
Three 
years since a few of the same scale were fouod 
on two Newtown pippin apple trees, bat the 
washing mentioned for the oyjter-shell scale 
cleaned them away and no more were seen un­ 
til this past winter. 
This tree was washed 
with lye, but not all of the insects were de­ 
stroyed, and a recent investigation discovered 
fifty of the scale upon the tree, whioh were 
crushed, and the eggs under them. 
From 
this tree probably the young had crawled and 
been carried 
to 
other 
trees, 
so 
th at 
in one block of 140 trees 46 of them had spec­ 
imens, in all amounting to 430 scale. 
From 
another block of 205 trees 613 scale were 
taken. 
The work of examination and crush­ 
ing was done in one day’s time by my chil­ 
dren. 
Several hundred eggs may be seen 
under one of these large scales ; the eggs are 
very long and white. 
The eggs of one scale 
were placed in a phial recently, and a con­ 
siderable portion of them were hatched ont 
in a week, and devele psd a long, oval, white 
insect, moving quickly. 
I t has the usual six 
legH and antem ae. 
There may be but one 
brood of them during the season, but possibly 
two broods may appear, as when discovered 
in the early part of the winter the insects 
were very sma!1, many of them indicating 
th at they had been out bnt a short time. The 
observation at the present time shows that 
the first hatching is about the 26th of June, 
or perhaps the last of the month. 
W hen the leaves have fal'en the trees will 
be washed with the whale-oil soap and sul­ 
phur mixture, which will probably eradicate 
this insect. 
No other scale exists in the 
orchard, and this one is considered of minor 
importance when compare ! with the more 
destructive insects. 
The codling moth h is thus far this teason 
mads but a small showing in my orchard, as 
I consider it owing to the exoeediug care 
taken for its suppression last season. 
The 
bands were applied on the 12th of May. and 
have been examined five times si ice applied, 
with a total result of 98 larva: discovered to 
date. 
This is from 800 trees. 
The same 
careful method will lve pursued this season as 
last, my children having contracted to care for 
the bands for the season. 
A statem ent of the 
means taken for the suppression of this pest 
the past season may be seen in the proceed­ 
ings of the State F ru it Growers' Convention 
for 1882. and which are a¡Bo briefly described 
in a circular of instructions cfficially issued 
to the fruit-growers of the State a tew days 
since and published in full in the R eco rd- 
U n io n . 
I have endeavored” to answer in p »rt the 
points presented in your request, and yet 
have not been able, for w ant of space in this 
communication, to even tonch upon many 
m atters of the greatest importance in the 
successful care and 
management 
of 
an 
orchard. 
Perm it me to impress npon all en­ 
gaged in horticulture the necessity of constant 
vigilance and untiring tff >rt in this enjoyable 
and ennobling pnrsuir, if thus carried on, but 
one which will only bring loss and discourage­ 
m ent if neglected.

I t ia w onderful how th e squirrels know 
a t once when any one has come into the 
woods. 
Let the intruder be ever so qniet, 
in a m inute or tw o there is an approaching 
“ chip-chip chip !” a clattering down the 
loose bark of t. tree, as of somebody whose 
shoes do not fit very well, and tw o small, 
bright eyes are staring at him inquisitively 
at a safe distance. 
S itting perfectly still 
on th e ground, I hive eyed a squirrel ten 
m inutes a t a tim e—he as still as myself 
and gazing into ray eyes as steadily as I 
into his. 
I have usually had to be the first 
to look away ; then he would perhaps ven­ 
ture a iittle nearer, or possibly would take 
alarm at m y movements, and run up into 
hia tree, quivering w ith excitem ent. 
Once 
I caught the eye of one sitting on a pine- 
scrub near me, w ith a n n t or acorn in hia 
m outh, which fitted in exactly and gave it 
the shape of the letter O. 
He staid there 
a long tim e quite m otionleis, w ith his tail 
in the air, and his paws uplifted to hie 
cheeks, stuffed out w ith the nnt. which he 
did n ot attem p t to eat or to drop until I 
turned away. 
I t was very comical, the 
three interjections th at his eyes and m outh 
m ade as he w atched me. 
I tried to talk 
to him in squirrel language, and he seemed 
to listen, b at not to understand, for he 
gave no answer : I suppose he was laugh­ 
ing inBide a t the ridiculous m ispronuncia­ 
tions of the intrusive foreigner.

This tree 
was treated in the winter with lye—one 
ponnd to one gallon of water—while dor­ 
mant, and there can no signs of scale be 
dircovered,

Another tree. French prune, 
referred to in No. 6, June, 1882, was found 
in the winter to have retained a few scale 
from the same causes, and having been treated 
as above in the winter is now entirely free 
from the pest, and vigorous as any of those 
surrounding it. 
J. have at this moment of 
writing jnst returned from an investigation 
and can find no trace of scale and measured a 
growth of over four feet of new wood 
this 
season. 
These 
two 
trees, being 
tbe only oil’s infested 
daring the 
past 
year, were 320 
feet apart, eo that tbe 
scale did not spread from one to the other. 
The only means by which this scale could ap­ 
pear upon these two trees and no others in 
the orchard is by transportation from distant 
orchards upon toe feet of birds. 
The egg plum last referred to showed, when 
washed by the lye, more injury to the fruit 
spurs from the application than any previous 
tree washed. 
M any of the spurs were killed, 
but that was attributable to the possible ex­ 
tra strong washing and the particular state of 
the weather at th at time, a long period of 
hot, glaring days a n ! drought prevailing. 
This tree, however, hss recovered its vigor 
and healthy growth, and has made over three 
feet of new wood at this time. 
I enter thus particularly upon this subject 
because to my mind it presents many points 
of importance and interest to the horticult­ 
urist. 
This season I can find no trace of this 
scale in my orchard, and feel snre that none 
era in it and can only appear as they may 
from time to time be brought by birds. 
W ith regard to treatm ent I am more fully 
convinced than ever before that the proper 
remedies have been used, v iz: 
Whale-oil 
soup and sulphur misture for Bummer, and 
American concentrated lye for winter. 
The 
fact is more fully developed that where we 
have so serious a pest to encounter we must 
use remedies adequate to the emergency. 
For three years has my orchard shown by 
the occasional scattered trees carefully named 
in my reports the presence of this dreaded 
pest, and yet I have been enabled to suppress 
it and eradicate it. and in no single instance 
has it been allowed to spread from an infested 
tree to another 
This, I consider, is the best 
proof of the effectiveness of the treatm ent 
adopted. I repeat that encouragement shonld 
be taken by orchardists, as the labor required 
to acquire such results is most satisfactorily 
and most economically expended. 
ITie oyster-shell bark louse ( Aspidiotus 
conchiformisj has also disappeared from my 
orchard. 
Three years since a few apple trees 
had some specimens upon them, but one ap­ 
plication of lye, one pound to three gallons of 
water, effectually ended them, and I have 
had none sines. 
A nother scale has however appeared upon 
egg-plum trees, and upon no other at this 
time. L ist winter I discovered one egg-plcm 
tree quite thickly covered in places by a ta-ge 
Leeanium, the scale nearly one-qnarter of an 
inch in length and nearly as wide, being 
scmewbat.oval, resembling a turtle’s back in

A PAINTER'S 
VENGEANCE 


Thirty years ago the Belgian painter, 
Antoine W iertz, was astonishing the ar­ 
tistic world by the powerful but extrava­ 
gant productions which are cow exhibited 
at Brussels :n the museum which bears his 
same. 
Though liis brush was generally occupied 
with classical subjects or weird allegorical 
design, 
such as the “ Contest Between 
flood and E vil,” he occasionally consented 
to paint portraits. 
Tnis was a favor, how­ 
ever, which he only accorded to those 
whose physiognomy happened to interest 
him. 
It may be added that his taste in­ 
clined rather to the grotesque and eccentric 
than the beautiful. 
One day he received a visit from a cer­ 
tain M. van Spach, a notary, who had been 
geir.ed with the desire to have his features 
perpetuated by thecelebrated artist. Maitre 
van Spach— a dry, wrinkled, keen-eyed old 
gentleman, with an expression of mingled 
shrewdness and Belf-importsnce— was one 
of the wealthiest men in Brussels, and as 
avaricious as he was rich ; a characteristic 
which had procured him the nickname of 
“ Maitre Harnagon.” 
W iertz was aware of his visitor’s failing ; 
nevertheless he acceded to his requeBt w ith­ 
out demur. 
The fact was, he had been 
conquered at first sight by the old scriven­ 
er’s picturesque head. 
That bead was a 
perfect treasure to an artist, with its baid 
cranium, wrinkled forehead, shaggy brows 
overhangiug the 
small, 
piercing 
eyes, 
hooked nose, and thin-lipped mouth, which 
shutlikeatrap. W iertz was fascinated,and, 
while his visitor was pompously explaining 
hia wishea the artist was taking mental 
note of every fine and feature. 
“ How much w ill the portrait cost?” 
was the notary’s cautious inquiry. 
“ My terms are 10,000francB,monsieur,” 
was the reply. 
The lawyer started, stared increduouslv, 
shrugged his shoulders and took up his hat. 
“ In that caso,” he answered dryly, “ I 
have only to wish you good morning.” 
Alarmed at the prospect of losing this 
promising “ subject,” whom he had already 
in imagination transferred to canvas, W ierte 
hastened to add: “ Those are my usual 
terms ; but, as your face interests me, I 
am willing to make a reduction in your 
favor. 
Suppose we say 5,000 ” 
But M. van .Spach still objected, urging 
that such a sum was exorbitant for “ a 
strip of painted canvas.” 
At length, after much bargaining and 
hesitation, he agreed to pay 3,000 francs 
for the portrait, "fram e included 
and, 
this being settled, rose to take leave. 
“ W hen a m i to give you the ¿ret sit­ 
ting?” he inquired. 
“ There is no hurry,” replied the artist, 
who had his own intentions regarding this 
portrait. 
“ I am somewhat occupied just 
now, but will let you know when I have a 
morning at liberty. 
Au revoir.” 
The moment his visitor had left the 
studio W iertz seized palette and brushes, 
placed a fresh canvas on his easel, and 
dashed in the outlines of the portrait from 
memory. 
He painted as if for a wager, 
while the summer daylight lasted, and, 
thanks to his marvelous rapidity of execu­ 
tion, when evening came the picture was 
all hut finished. 
He had represented the old notary seated 
at a table strewn with papers and parch­ 
ments, his full face turned toward the 
spectator. 
The head was brought out in 
masterly relief against a shadowed back­ 
ground, and painted in the artist's best 
style, 
bold, free 
and 
unconventional, 
showed no signs of its hurried execution. 
The likeness was striking in its fidelity, 
tiving not only the features but the char­ 
acter and expression of the original, so 
that the canvas seemed instinct with life. 
The following morning W iertz gave the 
finishing touches to his work, put it in a 
frame and dispatohed it to Van Spach, ic- 
atr cting the messenger to wait for an an­ 
swer. 
He rubbed his hands with pleasure as he 
pictured the old gentleman’s delight and 
astonishment, and anticipated the sensa­ 
tion which this toar de force would create 
in artistic circles. 
In due time the messenger returned, 
w¡th the picture in one hand and a note in 
the other.

cal system overtaxed. 
There is no man 
w ho cannot pick out of every dozen of his 
acquaintances, a t least six who are, or have 
been,afflicted w ith ‘‘disordered stom achs,” 
o r whose disposition, habit and thought 
are not affected by some stom achic difficul­ 
ties. 
The w orst of it is, as Oswald points 
o u t, th at the patients resist cure. 
The peculiarity of the disease dyspep- 


■ia is, th at it renders the sufferer unw illing _ 
to remove the cause. 
H e cannot reduce 
his meals, cannot check th e m orbid crav­ 
ing of his appetite, cannot summon cour­ 
age for vigorous exercise regularly taken, 
cannot endure cold, cannot, indeed, say 
nay to the delusive whisperings of the 
fiend th a t possesses him, and refuses to 
give heed to natu re’s protest. 
On th e con­ 
trary, he keeps up the fires, plies th e spur 
of stim ulants, digestives, bitters and to n ­ 
ics, to whip nature up to new exertions. 
As Oswald puts it, “ spur-fed horses are 
short lived.” 
If the horse could be sup­ 
ported by the application of the goad, it 
would be an economy of bay and oats. 
O swald’s initial remedies for dyspepsia 
may be summed up as : F irst, restore the 
capacity for exerciee ; 
second, create a 
healthy dem and for food. 
The far-gone 
dyspeptic m ust resort to the refrigeration 
cure, based on the tonic influence of cold 
air and cold w ater. 
V oracity increases 
w ith distance from the e q u a to r; a bracing 
tem perature exacts a sort of autom atic ex­ 
ercise, accelerates circulation and stim u­ 
lates the respiratory process. 
Sponge and 
show er-baths—indoors at first, and then 
more rugged bathing outdoors—are neces­ 
sities. 
E arly rising, frequent cold baths, 
deep draughts of cold w ater w ith seltzer 
and sugar or a few drops of berry syrup, 
air-baths before retiring, wide-open bed­ 
room windows bu t plenty of bedclothing— 
all 
tend 
to 
invigorate 
the 
stomach. 
Abandon drng-exorcism , for, says the w itty 
doctor, tem porary blue devils are far pref­ 
erable to a persistent blue-pill Beelzebub. 
M asticate food thoroughly, eschew spices, 
avoid pickles, cheese, salt m eats, sauer 
k rau t and hot drinks. 
Take a light break­ 
fast, a lighter lunch, and place the princi­ 
pal meal after the day’s w ork is done, and 
m ake the after-dinner honr as pleasant as 
possible. 
C ourt fresh air at all tim es, day 
or night. 
Exercise, w ith the return of ca­ 
pacity for it. 
W ith the retu rn of this ca­ 
pacity recovery is but a question of perse­ 
verance. 
O utdoor exercise is preferable. 
W alking will not do alone ; horseback, the 
buckboard, the am ateur carpenter-shop— 
anything to shake up the system aud in­ 
duce 
“ concussion.” 
Cold baths before 
dinner he dwells upon w ith persistency for 
the sum m er season, and open bedroom 
windows the year round. N on-stim ulating 
dietB m ust begin dietetic reforms. 
Fruits 
he prefers to puddings, and cream to fat 
m eat. 
H e denounces catsnp, fried viands, 
etc., but he does not desire th a t diet should 
be insipid, and he m akes sport of the 
u ltra - vegetarians and ultra-C rabam ites. 
W h at is naturally palatable he does not 
condemn, but all th at is unnaturally stim u­ 
lating, for no man can thrive on a naturally 
distasteful diet. 
N ature intended us to be 
vegetarians, but the word is misleading, as 
associated w ith the idea of kitchen veg­ 
etables, and to the exclusion of fruits. 
H e insists upon eating slowly, and advises 
the few est meals w ith which we can do. 
For more than a thousand years tw o na­ 
tions adhered to the one-meal system , and 
raised armies, every man of which would 
now be considered an athlete. 
Finally, 
dyspetics m ust avoid exasperating m ental 
emotions. 
A nger 
disorders 
digestion, 
while 
pleasurable 
em otions are 
tonic. 
M ental w orry and nervousness m ust be 
driven o ut and plenty of sleep insisted 
upon. 
W hile the doctor does not refer to 
it 'specifically, it ia of course known th at 
alcoholic drinks check digestion, as do ice- 
cold beverages. 
I t may be added th at while the treatise 
is full of good suggestions, and th a t while 
all the doctor says is true in a general 
senBe, few men can applj 
the practice 
directed, if they m ake the diognosis of 
their own cases. 
There are no far gone 
dyspeptics fully capable of this. 
The ad­ 
vice of a com petent physician is a necessity 
to all such. Then again, however learnedly 
doctors m ay w rite, it is a fact th a t general 
advice will not apply to all cases. 
Dys­ 
pepsia is as varied in its m anifestations as 
are the victim s of it. 
T he treatm ent one 
m ight adopt would 
be 
impossible to 
another. 
N evertheless the general scheme 
of treatm ent, and the application of the 
remedies of nature, should be understood 
by all, and in 
th a t sense Dr. O swald’s 
article is of m uch importance. 


THE SUCCESSOR TO A VACANT THRONE. 


W e yesterday briefly referred to th e sit­ 
uation in France dependent upon the actim 
of the Comte de Paris, in the event of the 
death of the Comte de Chambord, which íb 
hourly expected. 
I t will be interesting 
now to glance at this second prom inent fig­ 
ure in European politics. 
Louis Philippe 
d ’Orleans, Comte de Paris, was born in 
the city of Paris in th e year 1838. 
H e is 
the grandson of 
Louis 
Philippe, 
aud 
the eldest sou of th e D uke of Orleans. 
H e was educated in Paris, and after the 
revolution of 1848, in Eisenach and in E n­ 
gland. 
H e has traveled extensively, and 
is a well inform ed m an of literary tastes. 
He came to the U nited S tates late in the 
year 1SC0, and on the breaking out of the 
w ar of th e rebellion he entered the Union 
Arm y as an aid on the staff of General 
M cClellan. 
H e served in th a t capacity 
until 1802, w hen he left th e country be­ 
cause of the danger of a m isunderstanding 
betw een this nation and F ra r-» relative to 
the occupation of Mexico. 
W nile in the 
arm y he was recognized as a gallant officer, 
brave alm ost to recklessness, clear-headed, 
wiBe in his judgm ents and profound in his 
advice. H is m ilitary ability was universally 
adm itted by th e men of the arm y. 
He 
m arried his cousin, the daughter of the 
D uke de M ontpensier. 
In th e Franco- 
G erm an w ar the C ount aud his wife, who 
were not allowed to dwell in their native 
land and rem ained in England, were very 
active in affording relief to French sol­ 
diers. 
They received considerable aid in 
this 
w ork 
from 
friends 
in America 
in 
acknow ledgm ent 
of 
the 
husband’s 
services 
in 
our 
behalf. 
O a 
the 
es­ 
tablishm ent of th e French Republic he 
returned to Paris, and has since resided 
there in his own hotel in the Faubourg St. 
Germain. 
In 1873 he visited the Comte de 
Cham berd at Frohsdorf, and, as then un­ 
derstood, 
w ithdrew his 
claims to the 
crown, on condition th at he should be 
recognized as the heir apparent to the 
doubtful title of K ing of France. 
H e has 
been a close student, and has given the 
world several works of recognized ability. 
Among these are several volumes of “ The 
H istory of the Am erican Civil W ar.” The 
first volume appeared in 1874, and he is at 
this tim e engaged npon th e revision of the 
advance sheets of 
th e fifth and sixth 
volumes. 
V ery recently, it will be remem ­ 
bered, he was in im m inent danger of ban­ 
ishm ent from France, 
as a 
result 
of 


the alarm created by the m anifesto of 
Prince Napoleon, w ith which he covered 
the dead walls of Paris. 
B ut b etter 
counsels prevailed, and the C ount was not 
disturbed in his residence. 
H is life in 
France since the downfall of Louis N a­ 
poleon has not been a menace to the 
Republic. 
He has recognized the tri-color 
and devoted himself, in his own way, to the 
prosperity of the country. 
H e occupies the 
anam alous position of being a claim ant to the 
throne of France, and yet of doing much to 
further the interests of the llepnblic. 
For 
th e Bonapartists he has no friendship, of 
course, and denounces them as selfish ad­ 
venturers, w ith whom the ancient house, 
a branch of which he represents, cannot 
honorably 
consort. 
W hen 
the 
Due 
d ’Aumale declared th a t “ in my sentim ents, 
in my past, in the traditions of my family, 
I find nothing which separates me from the 
republic ; if it is under th a t form of gov­ 
ernm ent th at France wishes to live, * 
* 
I am re a ly to bow before her sovereignty, 
and shall remain her devoted servitor 
the Comte de Paris ad d ed : 
“ France 
wisheB to make a new ex p erim en t; it does 
net become us to hinder her.” 
The Comte 
is described aB of soldierly bearing, free 
from fanaticism , 
amiable, 
in sym pathy 
w ith the progressive ideas of the times, 
deeply interested in and an investigator of 
all industrial problems, a great reader aud 
accum nlater of m anuscripts and historical 
worke, and not at aii inclined to advance his 
personal am bition at the expense of the 
peace and prosperity of the country, and 
refusing to take part in the schemes of the 
party of M onarchists to secure a restora­ 
tion of bis royal house. 


A SOCIAL EVIL. 


I t is said th a t everything has an apolo­ 
gist, but we scarcely expected to dud in 
the distinguished sanitarian aud physiolo­ 
gist, Sir H enry Thompson, an apologist for 
cigarette smoking. 
Probably he does not 
intend to be considered as apologizing for 
or excusing it, b u t bis explanations will 
have the effect of removing some of the 
fears th a t have been excited regarding its 
dangers, aud thus w hat has been a deter­ 
rent will become less so. 
H e points out, 
however, th at it is best not to smoke cigar­ 
ettes under any circum stances, b ut iu a 
communication to the Lancet he shows 
th a t the greatest evil of the habit is re­ 
moved if the cigarette is but half con­ 
sumed. 
This is because a sm all deposit of 
very offensive and poisonous oil is depos­ 
ited about th at tim e near the m outhpiece, 
in the fine-cut tobacco, which acts as a 
strainer. 
If, now, th e sm oker stopB when 
the cigarette is bu t half emoked, this poi­ 
sonous part is Dot taken into his system . 
O riental sm okers do not consume over one- 
th ird of the tube, and T urkish ladies no 
more, and they smoke from tw enty to fifty 
a day, w ithout apparent present inconven­ 
ience as a result, though iu tim e they 
suffer for it. 
If, therefore, a stiff m outh­ 
piece is fixed to the cigarette and plugged 
w ith cotton te catch the offensive m atter, 
and this is renewed w ith each new tube, 


th e danger is greatly removed. 
He says 
th a t the m aximum of pernicious influence 
is found in the inhalation of th e smoke 
into the lungs. 
I t thus comes into direct 
contact w ith th e blood, and the toxic effect 
is felt by a very sensitive person after 
three 
or 
four 
inhalations. 
Smoked 
w ith 
th e cotton wool guard, 
aud 
he 
believes the cigarette to be less injurious 
than th e pipe, if the smoke is not inhaled. 
H is apology is then only in a com parative 
sense an excuse for the habit. 
As it is 
less an evil, u n d er his conditions, than the 
pipe or th e cigar, he prefers it, but of 
course condemns both pipe and cigar, as 
well as the cigarette. 
Sir H enry ia not 
to be understood, however, as touching 
the subject of adulteration of tobacco in 
cigarettes, and we are surprised th a t he 
does not refer to it. 
Therein resides the 
greatest evil of the habit. 
N ot only is 
poor tobacco used, but it is doctored w ith 
some of the vilest and m ost injurious of 
drugs, weeds aud 
m ake-shifts, some of 
which are rank poison, filthy, and calcula­ 
ted to break down the system very early. 
TheD, too, opinm is placed in cigarettes ta 
make a sale for certain brands among those 
addicted to the opium habit. 
By the use 
of these they keep up a gentle sense of the 
opium influence betw een th e tim es when 
they indulge in regular opium-smoking de­ 
bauches. 
Iu addition, this kind of cigar­ 
ette is the means of leading youths by 
easy stages to the m ost deadly of habits, 
for opium-smokipg is more debasing than 
the alcohol habit, sooner disposes of its 
victim and is more u tterly destructive of 
all th a t is w orth anything in the life of a 
young m an or woman. 
In thi6 country 
the cigarette is an own cousin to the 
opium pipe, and so Btrong a hold has thiB 
already gained th at it is now seriously 
contem plated to invoke new and m ost 
stringent legislation to check th e evil. 


but, as we said in the outset, experience 
has proved to us that in seven caseB out of 
ten the sharpers are of E astern importa­ 
tion and of brief residence here. 


MINING SWINDLERS. 


The Cnicaeo H erald reads California a 
sharp lecture, because a miniDg shark from 
this State w ent into th a t city w ith a w ildcat 
m ining scheme and sw indled a half-w itted 
youth out of $2,000 by inducing the young 
mac to invest all his savings in w orthless 
stock. 
U nfortunately the sw indle was so 
shrew dly worked th a t the law cannot reach 
the offender, who gets off scot free w ith the 
whole of th e boy’s money. 
The H erald 
very bitterly adds to its comm ents on the 
case these w ords : “ I t is a m ere w ildcat 
company, organized, as thousands of others 
are organized in San Francisco, to unload 
the stock upon gullible people a t the East. 
The m an who figured yesterday in the Po­ 
lice C ourt is a perfect type of the class of 
Californians who have sw arm ed th e Eastern 
cities and peddled out th eir w orthless 
shareB upon a green b u t greedy public.” 
I t is hardly the thing for our contem porary 
to saddle these sw indles upon Californians 
wholly. 
The tru th is, as everyone here 
knows, th a t th e m ost bald-faced schemes 
of this character are ooncocted by “ E ast­ 
erners " who come out here for the purpose 
of engaging in some sort of speculation 
th a t will lead by a short route to great 
w ealth. 
These men call them selves Cali­ 
fornians, probably, at the East, b a t a year's 
residence here does not m ake a man a Cali­ 
fornian in the right sense, and even mnch 
longer residence does not give w arrant for 
the charge th a t all the speculators who go 
E ast and take in greenhorns are representa­ 
tive of th e people of this State. 
The 
trouble is th a t the laws of Illinois need 
reform ation to an extent th a t will enable 
the victim s to catch, hold and punish the 
clasa complained of. 
California disowns 
the kind of men th e H erald lectures about, 
and has suffered m nch from their m kdeeds; 


THE PROMISE OF THE REFORM. 


J . E. Cham berlain, in th e International 
Review, callB attention to one interesting 
fact, th a t bossism in politics has not been 
a m atter of succession. 
I t does not jle- 
scend from father to son—save in Pennsyl­ 
vania, where it has bu t ouce occurred. 
The socially perm anent 
has not been 
evolved from it. 
ThiB is a fact which we 
believe has not been much dw elt upon, 
aud it is by no means an insignificant one. 
In the fact th a t th e composition of the 
caucus hierarchy has been and is essen­ 
tially shifting aud uncertain is to b e found, 
probably, one of th e best promises for civil 
service reform in this country. 
As the 
essayist puts it, the politician has not 
reached the esteem th a t gives him power 
over m en’s thoughts, as well ae over mere 
electoral m achinery. 
W ith the elim ina­ 
tion of patronage from national politics it 
will pasB out of nom inating Conventions. 
The m otive 
for 
intrigue 
being 
gone, 
while am bitions will sway and ciaBh, pub­ 
lic sentim ent will more aud more tend 
to fix itself in advance of the m eeting of 
conventions upon the men fittest to lead 
party. 
There can scarcely be any question 
raised as to the soundness of these vieWB. 
T hey reflect one of the inevitable results of 
civil service reform when it shall have been 
firmly established, and placed so securely 
as to be free from the assaults of the poli­ 
ticians. 
The m achinery of party will then

Caucus and convention will 
then no longer givs us th e men the mana­ 
gers choose for us, bu t the nominees the 
people havein advance chosen as thoroughly 
representative of them .

THE DEAD LANGDAGES. 


Charles Francis Adams, J r., in a recent 
address before a H arvard society, took 
the position th at the study of the dead 
languages should give way in th e colleges, 
or a t least be m ade secondary to more 
m odern studies. 
As now pursued, he 
holds th at the tim e given to the consider­ 
ation of Larin and Greek results m no 
benefit to the m ajority of students. 
ThiB 
is, in a degree, a popular view, but it 
never has been claimed th a t for a m ajority 
of persons the stndy of the dead languages 
wouid be of practical value in th eir use. 
W hat is claimed, and w hat experience has 
proved to be true, is th a t these studies are 
im portant iu disciplining the intellect. 
The pupil in a few years may become very 
rusty in his Greek and L atin, bu t the train ­ 
ing they gave him cannot be lost. 
He may 
forget the study, b ut the influence it had 
as a form ative agent in the m olding of his 
intellect aud the drill and discipline of his 
m ental powers is never lost, hut serves 
him every day and every hour, no m atter 
w hat his vocation [in life. 
I t is probable 
th a t very few practical meu can go about 
business according to the m ethods puisued 
by them in a num ber of m athem atical 
studies in youth, but shall we for th a t rea 
son abolish such stndies ? 
Tne curriculum 
of the college contains much th at is placed 
there, not for daily and actual u-.e, b u t as 
a means to m ental discipline and develop­ 
ment, and to strengthen the reasoning 
powers and invigorate the m ental part, 
while at th e same tim e intelligence is 
broadened and inform ation conveyed in 
origina! tongues to which translation into 
our ruder English can never do justice. 


P r k s id r s t A r t h u r proposes to visi: some New 
England watering places, then run out to Yellow­ 
stone Park and finally visit some industrial centers. 
And why should he not ? 
Indeed, our Presidents 
have, as a rule, been too sparing of visitations 
among the people. 
But no sooner is it announced 
th at be will take some such a trip, than the sus­ 
picious reporter whose school is th at of doubt and 
distrust, telegraphs all over the country th at there 
are those who say the real object of the President 
is to let the people see more of him, and to form 
acquaintances with a view of influencing the next 
Republican nominating convention.

cerning one of the Presidents of the country, who, 
the moment he left the “ City of the Nation ” on a 
pleasure trip, was heralded as “ swinging round the

NOSES AND NOSES. 


I t is one of the m istakes of facialogists 
to m aintain th a t the Rom an nose, such as 
is shown on the frontispiece of Julius Ca'sar, 
is of itself em blem atic of heroic character. 
I t is a habit to so class the arched proboscis 
of W ellington. 
H e w anted the massive 
jaw s which m ake such a nose a true index of 
w ar-like character, and one m ust go to the 
top cf the head for large firmness, and back 
of the ears for large combativeness and de­ 
structiveness, to unlock the secret of the 
succesB of his arms. The Greeks had long, 
straight nosea, and no people were braver, 
while the Romans, and no doubt the Car- 
thaganians, were much indebted to the 
P hunicians for their bridged and beaked- 
face handles. 
Napoleon’s nose was but 
slightly arched, but his jaw s were massive. 
W ashington’s nose was also slightly ele­ 
vated in the center, and he had massive 
jaw s which made him resolute and deter­ 
mined. 
Gen. G rant’s nose is b ut slightly 
arched, while th a t of General Lee was ehort 
and alm ost straight, showing civil talents 
in a m arked degree as well as a disciple of 
M ars. 
General H ancock’s nose is of the 
Lse mold, and dem onstrates sim ilar char­ 
acteristics. 
H ancock is a man who would 
fight gallantly for a principle, and then 
show large opacity as a civil ruler or agent 
of th e people. 
Stonewall Jackson pos­ 
sessed heavy iron-set jaw s, and a long, full, 
alm ost straight nose like th a t of M arshal 
M acDonald, who was alw ays selected by 
Napoleon for daring enterprise. 
The noBe 
of a real civilian is alm ost invariably of 
m oderate length, and running from under 
the eyes in a nearly straight line, and yet 
m ay have immense courage as its hidden 
characteristic. 
Sir R obert Peel’s nose was 
arched, bu t he is an exception to the rule 
in civil life. 
A fter a great war, the men of 
short noses come to the front aB civil reor­ 
ganizers. 
If to a I I unan nose and heavy 
set jaw s is added a large, prom inent chin, 
the possessor needs w atching by a free peo­ 
ple. 
Large chins index an anim al nature 
in men and women. 
R etreating chins are 
evidences of great pereonal delicacy, of the 
sentim ental or poet tem peram ent, and yet 
from very pride the owners when pressed 
fight like demons. 
If a man desires a wife 
who will give him no trouble, let him se­ 
lect one w ith a pug, or at best w ith a 
straight nose, m oderate jaws, and a chin 
gently decreasing from the hollow under 
the lower lip, 
So sure as he m arries a 
woman w ith an arched nose, strong and 
protuberant jaws, and a big chin, he will 
never be m aster of his own house. 
Such a 
woman is a cross betw een an eagle and a 
tigress, for somehow every hum an being 
resembles som ething th a t flies and walks, 
and sometimes anim als th a t creep. N ature 
has so ordered it, and neither anatom ist, 
pbysiologiet, physiognom ist nor psycholo­ 
gist can Denetrate the m ystery. 


PRACTICAL 
H IN TS 
ABOUT 
GLASSES, 


Persons finding th eir eyes becoming dry 
and itching on reading, as well as those 
who find it necessary to place an object 
nearer than fourteen inches from the tace 
to read, need spectacles. 
Persons under 40 years of age should not 
wear glasses until 
the accomm odating 
power of the eye has been suspended, and 
the exact state of refraction determ ined by 
a com petent opthalm ic surgeon. 
The spectacle glasses sold by peddlers, 
and by jew elers generally, are hurtful to 
the eyes of those who read much, as the 
lenses are made of inferior sheet glass and 
are not system atically grouud. 
No m atter how perfectly the lenses may 
be made, unless they are m ounted in a 
suitable frame and properly placed before 
th e eye, discom fort will arise from their 
prolonged use. 
There are three system s of grading spec­ 
tacle lenses—the Eoglish, the m etric, and 
the Prussian. 
Those m ade to supply the 
demands of the trade in this country are 
caielessly made, and are poor im itations of 
either th e English or m etrical system . The 
m etrical scale has no equivalent, is n et 
graded by any uniform rule of dividing the 
interfocal spaces, and is therefore unsuited 
to the exacting dem ands of science. 
The near-sighted eye íb an unsound eye, 
and should be fully corrected w ith a glass, 
notw ithstanding the fact it m ay need no 
aid for reading. 
The proper tim e to begin wearing glasses 
is ju st as goon as the eyes tire on being 
subjected to 
prolonged 
use.—rM edical 
H erald.

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LOCAL JNTELUCENGE. 


Starving Out F ruit P ests.—F rom Dr. 
Chapin, Iuspcetor of Fruit Pests, who is in 
this city, it is ascertained that he found the 
orchards in Nevada county, on his recent 
visit there, quite free from insect pests, with 
the exception of the codling moth, which has 
been prevalent there for p une years, causing 
great damage to the apple and pear crops. 
This year the fruit was almost all destroyed 
by the cold spell in the spring, so that in no 
orchard in the county can there be found a 
crop of fruit, and owing to the very few 
specimens upon the trees, it was decided im­ 
mediately that an invaluable opportunity 
was presented to distroy this pest, by having 
what little fruit there was all plucked off and 
destroyed. By this course the larvae of the 
insect will have nothing to feed upon, as 
they live upon nothing else, and thus pre­ 
venting new broods of moths to lay eggs. 
This phut was urged, and at a snlscnueat 
meeting of the Board of County Horti 
cultural Commissioners a resolution was 
adopted requesting the fruit growers of the 
county to pursue this plan of extermination. 
The same condition as to failure of fruit crops, 
l)r. Chapin states, prevails all along the foot­ 
hill region, about 1,000 feet altitude, and 
even at lower points, in some of the small 
creek valleys, where the currents of cold air 
were carried farther down. This was noticed 
particularly in the famous Nickerson orchard, 
now owned by Mr. Lawrence, near Lincoln. 
Tuere was to be found but here and there 
a specimen of fruit of any kind in the entire 
orcnard, sud these Mr. Lawrence was ad­ 
vised to plnck and destroy to clean out the 
codling family, which advice he readily ac­ 
ceded to and is carrying out strictly. The 
doctor reports the fruit crop in the vicinity 
of Newcastle to be very promising, and he 
regards that section as one of the most fa­ 
vorable for fruit which he has visited in the 
State. 
Board or Supervisors.—The Board of 
Supervisors were in session yesterday, both 
as a Board of Supervisors and a Board of 
Equalisation. 
The Trustees of Alabama 
School District reported that at an election of 
taxpayers of that district a tax of $650 had 
been voted for school purposes. The Com­ 
mittee on Contrscts reported that they ex­ 
amined all the bids for the repairing of the 
Michigan Bar bridge, and that C-irle & 
Croly’s bid of 
I was the lowest. The con­ 
tract was let accordingly. Steinman stated 
that he was not sure that the repairs should 
Ire made at this lime, and voted no. It ap­ 
- i nears that all cf the supplies for the County 
ll .spit rl. with the exception of two articles, 
are contracted for, which caused Supervisor 
Steinman to introduce a resolution, which 
was lost by a vote of 4 to 3, " that butter 
and potatoes be included in the list of arti- 
cli s to lie adv»rtissd for the use of the C runty 
Hospital.”

The young man 
became quite indignant, said it was a case of 
necessity, and objected to going to any such 
trouble, which he denounced as unnecessary, 
and a species of red tape which he thought 
in his case might be dispensed with.

After the 
Clerk read the letter from the mother 
he consulted the law relating to the issuing 
of marriage licenses, and again refused to 
issue the license, stating to the pleading 
c jup'.e that the girl was 44 too young.” On 
the 5th they again presented themselves at 
the County Clerk’s office, and the young man 
signed an affidavit that he was 22 years of 
age, and had an affidavit filled out for the 
girl, stating that she was 15. These affi 
davits were signed by the contracting parties, 
the girl in an almost illegible hand signing 
“ Lizzie S. Carner.” The license was then 
issued to John W. Chambers and Sarah E. 
Carner. The girl had nothing to say at 
either visit to the office, and manifested a 
total indifference to all that was said or done. 
Evidently she does not know her name or 
her mother is mistaken, and one would 
imagine, from the difference between her 
in uhci s letter and her own affidivit, that 
the girl knows more about her age than any 
other person.

Capitol Packing Company.—The Capitol 
Packing Company ceased canning Bslmon 
over two weeks ago, having put np over 
300,000 cans.

Since the 
salmon season closed, the factory has been 
running on fruit, working over 200 employes. 
Their steamer Margie now makes daily trips 
dowu the river and back by daylight, bring­ 
ing each time between 350 and 400 boxes of 
apricots, and some blackberries and a few 
peaches. Currants and cherries are ail gone. 
The former were almost a failure, owing to 
the excessive heat of a mouth ago 44 burning ” 
them, while of the latter the company packed 
about 50,000 cans. Blackberries are begin­ 
ning to come into market in suffi.ient quanti­ 
ties to admit of packing, and the work on 
peaches will be thoroughly started in about a 
week. 
The fruit of all kinds, excepting 
apples, has been seriously injured by the 
hot Dorth winds, causing it to ripen too fast. 
The new storehouse of the Capitol Picking 
Company, situated in the rear of the factory, 
is completed and ia in u-e. It is a fire-proof 
one-story building, 40 by 80 feet in size. 
It was Loaded.—About 8 o’clock p it. on 
Thursday the little 4-year-old daughter of 
John Hsgerty was shot back of the left ear 
by a bullet from a email pistol held in the 
hands of Lucius Powers, the 10-year-old son 
of A. H. Powers, on Seventh street, between 
P and Q. It appears that a Chinaman who 
is employed as a servant by Mr. Powers had 
a small pistol, which he handed to the boy, 
stating that it was not loaded. Just at that 
moment some littls children came by, and 
the boy. thinking to frighten them, snapped 
the pistol, with the result as above stated.

A Lono-Standino Nuisance.—I n the ma­ 
jority of cases the goose-necks from which 
the watering carts draw their supplies along 
the streets of the city, are nuisances. Most 
of them leak badly, and their vicinity is that 
of a disagreeable mud-hole, with a feeble 
drain leading off along the nearest down 
grade and cutting off approach to the side­ 
walk from the street for a block. This prim­ 
itive sort of hydrant has its leaky qualities 
added to by the carelessness of the cart- 
drivers. Scarcely any of these men shut off 
the water in time for the pipe to empty it- elf 
completely before it is removed from the cart 
tank, and so at every filling they add 
additional water to the slimy, slippery, and 
altogether offensive mire below. One of the 
worst of these placeB is on tbe west side of 
Ninth street, between M and N. In Ninth 
street ihere is a fine elore main sewer, and it 
would be but little expense to connect the 
platform beneath the goose-neck hydrant 
with this sewer. But instead the drizzle, 
and drip, and leak, and swash of water from 
the hose of the iron pipe falls into the gut­ 
ter. There it slowly moves toward M street, 
but so feebly that along a half block a buggy 
cannot be driven up to the edge of the walk, 
because of the dirty, miry drain. Ou this 
water gathers a green scum, and at nightfall 
it is as disagreeable as it is in the daytime 
offensive to the eye. The people in the little 
cottages along its line complain bitterly of 
this nuisance, and attribute to it more or less 
of sickness thereabout. It is one of several 
similar nuisances, and for the sake of appear­ 
ances, if not for health, should be abated. 
3< cremento Bhould be able to supply the 
sprinkling wsgons with water without mak­ 
ing half blocks of property offensive and un- 
dtsirable for residences. The leaky goose­ 
neck should be Bupp anted by valves that 
will hold water, and drsias beneatli ¡ham 
should be led away to sewers, that citizrns 
may get to their houses from the 6treet with­ 
out having to leap s.agnant water ditches. 
The W oodruff Case.—Thursday morn­ 
ing in this city Clement Bennett, one of the 
Special Examiners in the Woodruff debris 
case, resumed tbe taking of testimony. Cap­ 
tain Foster and Captain Rodgers, of the 
Seizer, were examined in regard to tbe bed of 
the river.

NATURL'S WONDERS. 


THE 
IS7EBESTING 
OCCUPATIONS 
OF 
ANIMALS. 


B ird s th a t B uild A p artm en t H ouses and 
Keep HotelB— Ants a s F arm ers and 
S p id ers a s Sailors, 


“ T here’s a carious reflection of hum an 
affaire in the actionB of the lower anim als,” 
said a naturalist to a reporter of the New 
Y ork Sun. 
_ 
“ Every thing hu t th e dynam ite phase,” 
BUggested the latter, 
“ No, I won t except th a t,” was th e re­ 
ply ; “ and I’ll wager you can’t m ention a 
class of men or an occupation followed by 
them to which 1 can’t show you som ething 
sim ilar in the so-called lower anim al king­ 
dom .” 
The reporter suggested th e dynam ite 
fiend. 
“ W ell,” continued th e naturalist, pull­ 
ing out a draw er, on which was a blood­ 
curdling name, “ here’s a bottle th a t be­ 
longs to the explosive brotherhood, and so 
powerful an agent is it th a t it íb called the 
• Bom bardier,’ and is ready to go off at a 
m om ent's notice. 
I t is, aa you see, an old- 
fashioned sort of fellow—doesn’t affect long 
hair and the like ; bu t let an enem y follow 
it too closely and it stops suddenly, and if 
you were listening you would hear a report, 
a puff of smoke would rise in the air, and 
the pursuer would be com pletely dem oral­ 
ized. 
I have seen these bom bardiers lire 
five or six tim es in as m any m inutes, 
w hirling about as if taking aim. 
The ex­ 
plosives come from th e gland. 
Quite a 
num ber oi anim als carry explosives. 
The 
larva; of some dragon flies eject a liquid 
irritating to man. 
The squids, however, 
lead in this respect. 
I remember drifting 
along over the reef at Nassau several years 
ago, and seeing several squids juBt below 
th e surface, I p ut out my hand, and in a 
second m y dearest friend would not have 
know n me. 
I was literally drenched w ith 
ink, which was throw n from a distance of 
a t least three feet. 
I t was indelible, and I 
still have the vouchers in the w ay of 
stained linen.” 
H ere the naturalist took down a draw er 
labeled “ M yrm eleon,” and said : 
“ Here 
is not only a plotter bu t a diagram of its 
trap. 
The propensity seems bred in the 
bone, as it is indulged in by the youngest 
insects. 
W hen flret hatched the insect 
seeks out a soft soil on some m iniature 
sandy plain. 
I t generally holds its head 
in place at one point, while its body is 
w hirled about like a pair of dividers. This 
done, the insect begins throw ing out the 
sand ; gome is carried, b u t the greater part 
is removed on a plan th a t a t least suowb an 
attem p t at labor-saving. 
W ith a quick 
m ovem ent the w orker shovels a load upon 
its head, and by a backw ard upw ard jerk 
hurls it far out of th e excavation. 
If a 
pebble or stone is m et w ith it is tossed out 
iu the same way, masses half as large as 
th e w orker being hurled over a foot away. 
W hen a large stone íb encountered the in­ 
telligence displayed is rem arkable. 
The 
engineer seems to know th a t the rock can’t 
be tossed, and so he carefully rolls it upon 
his head and proceeds to climb up the in­ 
cline of the pit. N aturally the stone would 
roll off of any incline, bu t to avert this 
th e insect lifts its tail high in air, and so 
craw ls np th e side w ith the stone on a 
perfect level. 
I have seen them try a 
stone ten or fifteen tim es, and then give 
it up and select another location. 
A fter 
th e p it is completed it represents the cast 
of an inverted cone, and a t the bottom the 
insect conceals itself, leaving only its tw o 
enormous jaw s protruding. 
You see here 
on this diagram the whole tragedy is en­ 
acted. 
W e will suppose th a t this ant is 
th e Czar on the way to coronation. 
He 
rushes along, comes to the p it w ith his 
attendants, steps on th e prepared slideB, 
i and goes rolling down into the m outh of 
th e living or N ihilistic trap below. 
P er­ 
haps when half-way down the ant regains 
a foothold, and seems in a fair way to 
escape, but the trap-m aker throw s off all 
concealm ent, quickly shovels sand upon its 
head, and hurls a load at th e victim , who 
rolls dow n helpless into the enem y’s jaws, 
and íb destroyed. 
W hen the trap-m aker 
has sacked the blood, he unceremoniously 
hoists th e rem ains upon his head and 
throw s them o at upon the sand. 
The pit 
is then repaired for the next victim. 
“ Among the animal w orkers all occupa­ 
tions are found, 
Take » colony of bees, 
for instance. 
In forming a nest one set of 
bees are ordinary laborers and form the 
rough cellB. 
A set of skilled laborere then 
tak e hold and shape th e cells, and so on. 
Among the ants the w orkers not only have 
their share of w ork to do, hu t they diffei 
from th e others in scape and general ap­ 
pearance, the kings, queens, soldiers and 
laborers being m arkedly different in ap­ 
pearance. 
The 
soldiers have enormous 
jaw s, but never work. 
They rash out 
fiercely when you break into a nest. 
If 
th e enemy is not visible they return, and 
th e laborers come out and begin repairs. 
The arm y ants of .South America show 
great intelligence. 
T he w orkers, like oar 
sappers and miners, often go ahead and 
form a protective arch, under which the 
8oidiera m arch, and so rapidly is this 
throw n np th a t the onw ard m arch is not 
delayed. 
The ants are also slave owners. 
T hey capture ants of other species and 
force them to work for them and attend 
them as body servants. 
So luxurious do 
some of these slave owners become th a t 
they are u tterly helplees when deprived of 
th eir menials. 
The latter not only w ait 
on their m asters, but feed them . 
If the 
slaves are taken away their owners perish. 
“ A nts are also farmers. 
In Texas a 
tribe collect the seeds of various plants 
and plant them in close proxim ity to their 
homes, so they C3n benefit by the seed. 
The farm er or grain ants of Europe store 
np vast supplies in underground granaries. 
A fter a dam p season th e seeds are taken 
out and laid in the sun, and finally re­ 
tu rn ed .” 
“ How is it the seeds don’t sp ro u t’ ’’ 
asked th e reporter. 
“ T h at’s the m ost w onderful p art of it. 
The seeds don t eprout, though there they 
are, planted underground and kept fresh. 
I t is supposed th a t the ants bite the seeds 
in some way, so th a t they are in a state of 
coma, ju st as wasps sting anim als so th at 
th ey rem ain insensible for m onths. 
A nts 
may be said also to keep cows—not exactly 
D urham s, bus insects th at answ er the 
same purpose. 
They collect the plant lice 
and, by caressing them in some way force 
or induce them to give o a t or exude a drop 
of sw eet liquor. 
I have seen rive or six 
an ts aw aiting their tu rn to m ilk one of 
these cows. 
The ants often collect the 
eggs of the aphides, place them on plants 
near th eir homes, and care for them in 
m any ways, ju st as we do for our blooded 
stock. 
In th e fail anta have been known 
to take their cows underground and try to 
keep them through th e w inter. M any ants 
keep beetles and other insects as pets, 
some as playfellows, others on account of 
tb eir odor. 
Several hundred distinct spe­ 
cies of insects are in this way k ept prison­ 
ers under ground. 
“ In engineering th e ants are equally 
skillful. 
They bridge wide rivers by join­ 
ing together their bodies, clinging one to 
another, and thus form ing a long string 
th a t the w ind blows across the stream . 
In this way a bridge is form ed over which 
an entire army passes. 
“ H ere is the tu b í of a marine worm. You 
see it was first formed of finely ground 
pieces of sand—in fact, of anything the 
animal conld get hold of, ju st as the inner 
walling of a house is made of rough 
m ate ria l; b u t when it comes to the ex­ 
terior there is a chance for decoration. 
As 
th e builder uses finer woods for the o ut­ 
side, 
bo the worm has applied all those 
delicate shells, so th a t th e tube seems made 
up of them . 
H ere is another shell called 
th e Phorus, found in Japanese w aters. 
I t 
affects large bivalve shells, and in some 
way sticks them about its shell. 
Now, if 
the animal had no taste, th e first old shell 
or stone th a t came along would be used, 
but, as you see, nothing bu t these shells 
are used. 
H ere’s another and a fossil, 
show ing th a t shells did the same thing 
m illions of years ago. 
“ M an y b ird s have th e deco rativ e in- 


Btinct. 
C e rtain ones in A frica are said to 
fasten fireflies to th e ir n ests, th a t gleam a t 
n ig h t lik e so m any diam onds. 
A n o th er 
A frican b ird b ites off all its tail feath ers 
except th e tip of longest plum e, and th u s 
gives itself a ja u n ty air. 
T he horn-bills 
color th e ir feath ers artificially from certain 
glands. 
A fam ily of b ird s found íd A u s­ 
tralia , an d allied to th e b irds of paradise, 
bring shells and o th e r ob jects m iles from 
th e sea, and 
d eco rate th e ir playhouses 
w ith th em . 
S am e fancy curious bones, 
o th ers shells, 
and 
o th ers p refer 
fresh 
fiowers. 
“ Now, as to builders. 
The architect­ 
ural ability of birds alm ost equals th a t of 
man. Some nests, like those of a W est In ­ 
dian blackbird, are hotels, and are built by 
several birds, who sit on any or all of the 
eggs, as it happens. 
Then there are flats 
built by the tailor birds, where the resi­ 
dences aresideby sideand protected by a per­ 
fect roof. 
AmoDg the other w orkers is the 
carpenter bee, th a t boreB a hole as perfect 
as the finest instrum ent of hum an make, 
and forms a partition of the saw dust. Here 
is a w orker m m etal. 
I t bored these holes 
in this piece of lead, b ut no one knows how. 
H ere is a pieceof the hardest graniteknow n, 
yet it has been ruined by this shell, a phol as. 
Stranger still, the m iner has a lamp to work 
by—a phosphorescent lamp. 
“ Among the anim als th a t are in the 
subm arine diving business is the spider. 
I t has no diving bell or armor, yet it goes 
below the surface and remains there by 
taking down air beneath its body in the 
shape of balls, which it leaves there be­ 
neath some tw ig or leaf.” 
“ How about reporters ? ” ’ 
“ Anim al reporters are scarce,” was the 
reply, “ but if you have ever hunted the 
black bear you m ust have noticed the cu­ 
rious m arkings and scratches it m akes on 
trees a t a distance seven or eight feet from 
the ground. 
These signs rank as high as 
th« tram p sign language ; one bear knows 
th at another has been there before. 
The 
sailors are represented by this spider, th at 
not only goes to sea, b ut builds its own 
boat of leaves and pushes off in Bearch of 
prey. 
The dram atic profession is repre­ 
sented by some South Am erican birds, who 
go through certain Btrange performances 
for the benefit of other companions. 
As 
for the 
undertakers, 
m any species of 
beetles bury their dead. 
The medical pro­ 
fession is represented by the doctor fish, 
who has in his side a lancet, which comes 
out w ithout w arning, and, like th at of Bob 
Sawyer, 
is alw ays ready for use. 
The 
wasps are the paper m akers ; some are m a­ 
sons. 
The m inisters are represented by 
the praying m antis.”

This is a book made ao of those 
oflda and ends that are universally interest- 
tag. 
The author did not need to write : ‘'A 
m an of letters by profession," under his name 
on the title page, the whole book being un­ 
m istakably the work of a m in i and a pen 
trained to take note of and make the most of 
every subject of importance to reading man­ 
kind—in short, a journalist. 
Mr, Hall was 
h >rn w ith the century, and at d3 is »ble to 
sketch vividly from personal recollection the 
sedan chairs, the boisterocB clergy, the robust 
eating and drinking, the unsatisfactory da- 
guerieotypee—he was the fifth man to be 
“'taken 'in >1 .gland—the corrupt elections, 
se a all the horrors of sixty years ago, from 
which we have emerged into a decidedly bat­ 
ter state ot affairs. 
The 11 Recollections" are 
divided into classes, as the newspaper press 
of long ago; the Housesof Lords and Commons 
(M r. Hal! began life as a Parliam entary reporf. 
e r); the origiu of some public charities; the au­ 
thors, actors and artl-ts the writer has known, 
and recollections of Scotland. Ireland, Paris 
andU erm ary. 
Each subject is treated in 
paragraphs, short or long as its . ope de­ 
mands, she theme indicated at the beginning 
of the paragraph in small capitals. 
There is 
great variety, and the whole makes a book 
delightful to turn over and dip Into a t ran­ 
dom, 
Tne biographical parts are very gos­ 
sipy ana entertaining, while always charita­ 
ble, and iu the case of notable scandals and 
infelicities, gravely reticent. 
In the e-say, 
far it is almost that, on the eider Lord Lyt- 
ton—which is clars.hed with Recollections of 
-fl.riy Edi'ing, because Mr. Hall was Bul- 
w t 's sub-editor on the New Monthly Mog*- 
c—we are told that the present L >rd Lyt- 
toc is preparing a memoir of his illustrious 
father, who is described as naving been 
acutely and morbidly sensitive to attack and 
ridicule, and therefore persecuted by the 
wvips of 
criticism 
until 
his 
life 
was 
an agony. 
The Recollections are warmly 
laudatory of Irish character and sympa­ 
thetic with the troubles of the Irish nation, 
the rural destitution in the days of tithes and 
■middlemen being very graphically described. 
M r. H all’s wife was Irish, and he pays affec­ 
tionate tribute to her character ana writings, 
she having been, it appevrs, so proiihc with 
her pei w hat she c instantly read sketches of 
her own with interest, not recognizing them 
as ham 
Mr. Hall anni troces and defends his 
firm faith in .Spiritualism, and writes that 
W illiam and M ary How itt were also con­ 
vinced Spiritualists, and th at in their bouse 
fce was in communication with spirits f dead 
friends. 
la the portrait of Mr. Hall, which 
forms the frontispiece of the volume, there is 
to be traced somewhat of the look of the 
m ystic. 
Thera is throughout the book in al­ 
most comic loyalty to (,! leen Victoria, “ God 
bless her ’ being always added after any m en­ 
tion of her name. The sovereign lady settled 
a literary pension on both Mr. Hail la d his 
wife. 
The index, while it is complete, íb not 
altogether satisfactory, names of persons and 
{.laces being* sometimes arbitrarily classed.

Mr. Hawthorne writes in avowed 
protest against the novel of analysis, oppos­ 
ing athereto the novel of plot and incident; 
but this his latest B'ory owch much of its in­ 
terest to very searching and subtle analysis 
in the case of the three principal characters. 
The scene is laid entirely in England in the 
yoar 1820, wh»n “ horseflesh w tj oue of the 
m ost intiuential religious in England; pugil­ 
ism being another, caste a third, and drunk­ 
enness the fourth." The rise cf a great bank­ 
ing house, whose head at the time of the 
story also runs a great gambling house, jeop­ 
ardizing the one for the other, is excellently 
told. 
Mr. Hawthorne is not coldly superior 
to being very much in love with one i.f bis 
heroines, yet he bravely shows her to be one 
of the women whose love is a uiau’s best edu­ 
cation, yet one whom a man of balance and 
judgment 
would 
much prefer 
not to 
m arry. 
Perdita 
is 
beautiful, 
subtle, 
luxurious, supple in mind as body, singularly 
well-bred, and so worldly th at one doubts a 
little wl. ether she would, logically, have com­ 
m itted suicide as her creator makes her do, 
and there is the falseness and glitter about 
ber which is the outcome of French training. 
A ltogether she is a remarkably well-drawn 
character. 
Philip Lancaster, tbe hero, is a 
good study cl a literary character. 
Intense 
vanity, conpled with morbid self-depreciatinn, 
inveterate self-analysis, fitful capacity for 
l ard work, the gift of loving and the intui­ 
tion to love the woman who will have the 
best ii fiuence up in him ; 
an audacious im­ 
agination which is bewitched with the reck­ 
lessness of intrigue, and a calm dominating 
intellect which shows him the folly of flying 
iu the face of society these—are the elements 
cf the nature which Mr. Hawthorne has de­ 
veloped by tbe action of bis story. 
W hat 
keeps the novel from being even very great is 
a lack of calmness, a certain tinge of revolt 
and morbidity in the author’s own conception 
of the universe, which constantly jars upon the 
reader and throws him into a state of pro­ 
test. 
I t íb very uncomfortable of Philip not 
to say that be loves his M arian on the last 
page, and only a man la a passing mood of 
irritation would answer his wife by saying 
th a t such men as he were the curse of the 
earth. 
The literary style is excellent, though 
th e nse of the contraction “ ’lis ” for “ it is " 
is so prevalent as to become teasing : r.nd if 
this is characteristic of the year 1820, so, as 
M r.

MINING 
NOTES. 


Mojave county, A. T., gives evidence of 
containing rich ore in massive quantities. 
John Haley, of Los Angeles, is about to 
start tbe idle quartz mill in Holcomb val­ 
ley. 
This is a rich mineral basin. 
The Santa Clara coal mine, near Santa 
Ana, is turning out a good supply of coal. 
About ten carloads per day are now taken 
out of the mine. 
A rich discovery of borax has been made 
near Hazlett station, about 200 miles 
northeast of Los Angeles, on the Une of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
The Arizona Copper Company, of Clif­ 
ton, A. T ., discharged fifty men out of the 
Queen mine last week. 
Mexican labor is 
being supplanted by Americans or miners 
from Europe. 
Considerable interest is being awakened 
in the mineral resources of Lake connty, 
judging from the prospecting being done, 
and the likelihood that mines will be de­ 
veloped is promising. 
There is some excitement in the Gabilan 
mountains, south of Hollister, over the re­ 
ported discovery of silver-bearing rock. 
Four mining locations were tiled in the 
Recorder’s office last week. 
The ledge has been struck in the bottom 
of the new incline at the Sherman Consoli­ 
dated, Nevada county, which is down 
about 150 feet. 
The stockholders are 
pleased with the quality of the ledge. 
Recently, some very valuable gold and 
silver discoveries were made in Skamania 
county, W. T. 
The discoveries are about 
400 miles from the town of Vancouver. 
Very rich gold and silver-bearing speci­ 
mens have been brought to Oregon, and are 
on exhibition. 


S p a r r o w s o n T o a s t . — A popular French 
cook of this city who knows something 
about sparrows says the new law should 
be hailed with delight by all good livers. 
The sparrow, he says, is not only good to 
eat, but is really a great delicacy, and in 
France nothing enjoya greater popularity 
among gourmands than tbe sparrow when 
properly prepared in hot pie or fricassee on 
toast. 
It 
í b a secret of the American 
kitchen that young sparrows have not in­ 
frequently done good service in the seasons 
when the tender and succulent reed bird 
has been less plentiful than usual. 
A well- 
bred young sparrow is easily mistaken for 
a Delaware reed bird. 
All this, to the 
French cook’s idea, is worth considering 
when the slaughter of the little birds really 
commences, if it ever does, and he thinks 
that if the little pests must go they may 
as well be put into tbe broiling pans of the 
kitchen as to be thrown away.—{Philadel­ 
phia Record.

JAPANESE CBEMATION. 


A very few days later, on arriving in To­ 
kio, and driving through one of its sub­ 
urbs, my attention was arrested by a group 
of very peculiarly shaped tall chimneys, 
very wide at the base and ending in a nar­ 
row mouth, so strangely suggestive of old 
sketching days in Kent, that the idea of 
the familiar farm “ oast-house” at once pre­ 
sented itself, 
tín inquiry, I learned that 
this was one of the city crematories, of 
which there are about half a dozen scat­ 
tered over the principal suburbs of the vast 
city. 
Supposing that in the great capital 
the prccesB of cremation might be per­ 
formed more ceremoniously and scientifi­ 
cally than in the country cemetery which I 
bad previously visited, I determined to in­ 
spect this also. 
But in the multitude of 
more attractive interests, I never found 
time to do so. 
Soon afterward, however, 
my friend Miss Bird visited a similar estab­ 
lishment in the neighborhood, and found the 
same perfect simplicity in all details. The 
great chimneys torm the material differ­ 
ence, their object, of course, being to 
convey any unpleasant fumes to such a 
bight as to insure no nuisance being created 
in the neighborhood. 
Not only is this re- 
Bult secured, but eveu within the premises 
there is nothing in the least noxious or dis­ 
gusting. 
Miss Bird states that although 
thirteen bodies had been consumed in the 
burning-house a few hours before her visit, 
and a considerable number of bodies were 
awaiting cremation (these of the wealthier 
clasB being confined in oblong pine chests, 
and those of the very poor in tubs of pine 
hooped with bamboo), there was not the 
slightest odor in or about the building, and 
her interpreter informed her that the peo­ 
ple living near never experienced the least 
annoyance, even while tne process is going 
on. 
The only difference between this city 
crematory and the burning-fcouse in the 
rural cemetery was that the high-roofed 
mud building was divided into four rooms, 
the smallest of which is reserved for 3uch 
wealthy persons as prefer to have their 
dead cremated apart, in solitary state, for 
which privilege they pay $5, whereas ordi­ 
nary mortals are disposed of íd the com­ 
mon room for the modest sum of some­ 
thing under 4s. 
One shilling’s worth of 
fuel is the average consumption required 
for each body. 
Granite supports are laid 
in pairs all along tbe earthen floor, and on 
these the ooffin-chests are placed at 8 p M ., 
when the well-dried faggots beneath them 
are kindled. 
The fires are replenished 
from time to time, and at fi a . m. the man 
in charge goes round the building, and from 
each hearth collects and Btores in a sepa­ 
rate urn tbe handful of ashes which alone 
remains. 
Some wealthy families secure 
the servicee of Buddhist priestB to watch 
all night beBide these funeral pyres, but this 
is considered quite a work of supereroga­ 
tion. 
After the religious service in the 
house the further attendance of the priests 
is optional; but ír many cases they return 
on the morrow to officiate at the iuterment 
of the ashes.—[Contemporary Review. 
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PICKING 
UP 
THE 
CABLE. 


U S f SASCISCÜ MARKET EBVIEW. 


The laying of telegraphic cablea íb now 
so common that the description of the ma­ 
chinery for picking up a broken one will be 
read with interest. 
It consists of a rope 
about an inch and a quarter in diameter, 
made from the strongest hemp, with inter­ 
woven wires of fine steel. 
The grapnel at 
the end id merely a solid shaft of iron some 
two feet long and weighing about 100 
pounds, and prolonged into six blunt hooks 
which much resemble the partly-closed 
fingers of the human hand. 
In picking 
up the cable in deep water, the Minia, 
after reaching the waters near the break, 
lets out her rope and grapnel, then takes a 
course at right angles to the cable and at 
some distance from the fracture, so that 
the broken end may not slip through the 
grapnel. 
The grapnel rope is attached to 
a dynamometer, which exactly measures the 
strain on the rope, and shows unerringly 
when the cable has been caught. 
If the 
grapnel fouls a rock the strain rises very 
suddenly to a nigh p o in t; but the exact 
weight of the cable being known, the dyna­ 
mometer signals by the steady rate of in­ 
crease it holds on the cable far below. The 
ease and certainty with which cables are 
picked np in these days are amazing. 
A 
while ago one of the lines of the Anglo- 
American Company was caught without 
trouble at a depth of two and a quarter 
miles near the middle of the Atlantic. 
Captain Trott, of the Minia, who has won 
great fame for his skill and ingenuity in 
cable matters, but recently picked up the 
French cable 180 miles off St. Pierre, and 
in four hours from the time the grapnel 
was let go had the cable spliced and in 
working condition. 
The splicing iu a work 
of great delicacy and skill, and when ac­ 
complished by trained fingers the spliced 
part can scarcely be distinguished from the 
main cord. 
So rapid has been the im­ 
provement in perfecting the modern cable 
that the resistance to the electric current 
has been reduced to one-quarter what it 
was twenty years ago, while the duplex 
syBtem of sending and receiving messages 
doubles the capacity of every new cable 
laid.—[Age of Steel. 


THE WASHINGTON 
MONUMENT. 


The sensation of going np hundreds of 
feet suspended by a rope into an awfnl 
blackness and silence of the stone that 
would crush anything human into a jelly 
upon which it fell, is simply indescribable. 
The higher one goes the more the sense of 
horrcr increases, until the last hundred 
feet are made in the midst of a fearful si­ 
lence, no m atter how merry the party was 
on starting. 
It takes six minutes to get 
to the top, and it feels like six hours. 
A r­ 
rived there, the stepping out into air and 
light reveals pallid faces and trembling 
limbs on the part of the excursionists. The 
only thing that maintains its proportions is 
the Capitol, which appears even grander 
from that elevation. 
The noble hight of 
Capitol Hill is then realized ; the great 
white dome seems nearer, larger than can 
be imagined, and stands out magnificently, 
dwarfing every other object in the horizon 
into insignificance. 
It seems as if there 
were but two objects in existence there— 
the mighty shaft and the glorious dome. 
Around the obelisk is a wire netting to 
rescue such chance tools and garments 
which the high wind always prevailing up 
there may blow away. 
The workmen 
show the usual indifference of their craft 
to the enormouB hight at which they work, 
and frequently eat their lunches sitting on 
the outer edge of the monument, with their 
feet hanging 250 feet from the ground. 
A 
young woman some time since went up to 
the top and plunged headlong into the net, 
“ just for fun.” 
Most men would prob­ 
ably declare that the young person had 
just a little too much nerve. 
The site was 
selected by General Washington himself as 
the place where a great marble shaft com­ 
memorating the Revolution should be put.

W h i s k y ’s W o r k .—This is the too com­ 
mon title to reports on the double crime of 
drunkenness and whatever other crime to 
which drunkennees leads. 
If drunkenness 
were made a criminal offense, and placed 
on the same level as theft—a crime no more 
likely to lead to murder, and much less 
likely to lead to other crimes than drunk­ 
enness—reports so common in newspapers 
under the head of “ whisky’s w ork” would 
be rarely seen. 
There is no more reason in 
calling such crimes “ whisky’s w ork” than 
there wonld be in calling a bank robbery, 
involving, it may be, the death of a robber 
or a policeman, “ banker’s work.” 
The 
crime of getting drunk in the one case, and 
of stealing in the other, Bhould be made 
alike punishable. 
W hisky never murders 
anybody if severely left alone. 
And he 
who uses it to drunkenness and thereby 
commits mnrder, is equally guilty with the 
thief who commits murder in defense of 
his propensity to steal. 
It is neither the 
whisky in the one case, nor the bank in the 
other, but drunkenness and thievishness.
